Here  During  June 

June  was  the  ideal  vacation 
month,  with  temperatures  averag- 
ing four  degrees  higher  than  nor- 
mal and  a  total  of  24  rainless 
days. 

Mean  temperature  for  the 
month  was  70.3  degrees,  exactly 
tour  degrees  higher  than  the  73- 
year  average  June  mean  of  66  3 
degrees.  It  was  the  warmest  June 
since  1949  and  the  fourth  warm- 
est since  records  were  first  main- 
tained here  in  1885.

80  degrees  or  above  from  June  10 
to  the  end  of  the  month,  except  on 
the  26th,  when  ;t  r^**  only  to  6C 
degrees  during  the  day. 

Hottest  spell  was  trom  the  14th 
to  the  19th.  On  those  five  days, 
the  temperature  was  90  degrees 
or  over,  with  a  high  for  the  month 
of  96  degrees  reached  on  the  15th. 
Many  of  the  nights  during  the 
month  were  cool,  with  thermome- 
ter readings  in  the  50's  and  60's, 
but  a  long  spell  of  humidity  in- 
tensified any  warmth  present. 

The  spring  months  of  April, 
May  and  June  have  not  been  ex- 
ceptionally dry,  at  least  accord- 
ing to  statistics.

Summer  Second  Driest 
In  73  Years  Of 

'  MTLTON,  Sept.  5  UP)— This 
summer  was  the  second  driest  in 
73  years  of  weather  recording  at 
the  Harvard  University  Blue  Hill 
Meteorological  Observatory,  the 
observatory  said  today. 

During  a  three-month  period 
precipitation  was  only  30  per  cent 
of  normal.  A  coastal  storm  on 
Aug.  24-25,  in  which  1.03  inches 
of  rain  fell,  kept  intact  the  record 
for  dryness  set  in  1949. 

However,  this  summer  broke  the 
record  for  a  long-period  drought 
before  tjie  end  of  August.  Consid- 
ering drought  as  a  period  with  less 
than  30  per  cent  of  normal  rain- 
fall, the  101st  day  of  the  drought 
was  reached  on  Aug.  24. 

Temperatures  during  the  three- 
month  period  averaged  1.7  degrees 
above  normal  and  there  were  nine 
days  on  which  the  thermometer 
climbed  above  the  90  degree 
This  compared  with  a  norma 
four  such  days.
